Federal Rules of Criminal Procedure 

Page H982. Congressman James R. Mann (South Carolina) 
pointed out that, "Last April the Supreme Court promulgated several 
proposed amendments to the Federal Rules of Cr imin a l Procedure. 
Those amendments, pursuant to statutes known as the Rules Enabling 
Acts, were to have taken effect last August 1. Because several of 
.the proposed amendments raised questions that required closer 
• congressional study than the time available permitted, we entcced 
legislation postponing the effective date until August 1 of this year 
(Public Law 94-349). " He advised that the Subcommittee on Criminal 
- justice will begin hearings on February 23 on the proposed amendments.
